Stock Certificate Can’t Just 
Pass Device If It’s Not 
Genuine. 


Pittsburgh 
<AP>—Is that stock 
certificate genuine? Tho “electric 
eye” can tell. 
The “eye” was developed by C 
C. Hein, research engineer. M ate­ 
rial to be tested is fed through a 
slot in the box-like device. Light 
shines upon the material, and a 
I meter at the top show’s how much 
I light gets through. By calculation, 


I the thickness of the material under 


I test is determined.

Hein started using the “eye’* with 
the idea o f finding how’ thick paper 
must be so that print will not show 
through from the other side. The 
purpose was to reduce .a publica­ 
tion’s paper costs. 
Doubtful Document 
“It’s use is by no means con­ 
fined to this purpose, however,” he 
said. “It can tell at a glance whether 
a doubtful document or stock cer­ 
tificate is printed on the same thick­ 
ness of paper as the genuine. Usu­ 
ally imitations are printed on paper 
of slightly different thickness and 
this electric Sherlock Holmes quick­ 
ly brands them as false. 
“Likewise, the ‘eye’ can tell ex­ 
actly how thin sheer silk stockings 
are and does away with the old un­ 
certain thumb and finger method. 
It could be used to discover.‘thin 
spots’ in plane wing coverings.”
